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HIGH VALUE OF UNITED KINGDOM IMPORTS 
IN NOVEMBER 


HE FIGURES of United Kingdom trade recorded for 

November again reflected the unsettled conditions foilowing 

the dock strike in October. The total of United Kingdom 
exports was only £196°5 million while imports rose to the very 
high figure of £333°8 million. Re-exports totalled £5°5 million. 

It is clear that the trade figures for November record the clearance 
of a larger proportion of the imports held up by the strike than of 
exports. This was to be expected since most of the ships which 
entered the strike-bound ports were carrying import cargoes which 
had to be unloaded before the goods awaiting shipment for export 
could take their place. This difference was accentuated by the fact 
that importers usually wish to obtain release of their goods from the 
ports as quickly as possible (and particularly so last month in view 
of the shortages of various kinds which were developing towards 
the end of the strike) so that import documents tend to be cleared 
and recorded rather more quickly than export documents. It 
seems fairly clear that the value of imports recorded for December 
will be less inflated than in November while exports may be expected 
to show an increase compared with the previous months. 

Taking October and November together, the fall in exports 
compared with the first nine months of the year was all in the field 
of manufactures while other classes of exports were well maintained. 
The decrease in all the main categories of manufactures was sub- 
stantial but it is uncertain how far the hold-up will be made good 
in the coming months. Meanwhile it may be noted that, even 
including the abnormally low figures for October and November, 


the total value of United Kingdom exports in the eleven months 
from January to November 1954 was {61 million, or 2} per cent., 
more than in the corresponding period in 1953, and more than in 
the first eleven months of 1951, when the highest previous figures 
were recorded, 

For October and November together the total value of imports 
was almost back to the average level of the previous quarters of 
1954. Analysis of the total shows that this was due to very large 
imports of food and tobacco, while recorded arrivals of basic 
materials were {10 million or 12 per cent. less than the average of 
the first nine months of the year. To some extent the differences 
may be due to the faster clearance after the end of the strike of 
perishable foods. The fall for basic materials is mainly attributable 
to a decline in imports of wool and cotton and of oilseeds and oil 
nuts. In the case of wool a seasonal fall was to be expected in the 
second half of the year and the movement in the figures does not 
seem abnormal. Imports of cotton, however, showed a marked 
decline in October/November which may have been due to the 
effects of the strike or may have reflected the sag in orders received 
by the cotton industry in recent months. The fall in arrivals of 
oilseeds, etc. (mainly palm kernels and ground nuts) in the last two 
months seems more likely to be due to the dock strike. 

Imports of tobacco increased substantially in October/November 
as is usual at this time of the year. The increase in the value of 
food imports was particularly marked for fatstock and tea, both of 
which had already shown substantial rises over 1953 in the first 
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Businessmen Going Abroad

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nine months of the year. The increase in imports of fatstock this 
year has been offset by smaller arrivals of meat. Imports of tea were 
up 43 per cent. in value although only 7 per cent. in quantity. There 
were also heavy imports of wheat and dried fruit in October/November 
although in the earlier months of 1954 arrivals had been much smaller 
than last year. Imports of tinned fruit in the eleven months however 
were twice the value of arrivals in the corresponding period last year

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Import and Export 


HERE WAS a rise of one point in the index of import prices in 
November to 100, and an unchanged export prices index of 99. 
This resulted in the terms of trade index—the ratio of the import 


to the export index—showing an adverse movement of one point 
to 101. 


In the first eleven months of this year import prices have, on 
average, been some 2 per cent. below those of the corresponding 
period of last year, but the slight downward tendency throughout 
last year and until March of this year has since been reversed and 
the index in November was at the same level as in the middle of 1953. 
The export price index has shown no significant trend since the 
decline, which set in after the peak of March and April 1952, came 
to an end in the second quarter of 1953. 


Among imports, the advance of one point to 104 in the index for 
food, beverages and tobacco in November continued the rising trend 
since April ; this has been almost wholly due to the steep rise in the

Prices in November 


prices of tea, coffee and cocoa. Import prices of basic materials have 
on the average, been slightly lower this year than last and some 
12 per cent. below the average for 1952. The index of average values 
(as recorded in the trade statistics, c.i.f.) of imported fuels, virtually 
unchanged in the last thirteen months, shows, at 93, a 7 per cent. fall 
from the average index for 1953 and a fall of 23 per cent. below the 
1952 average. 


A fairly steady fall in the price index for exports of metals over 
the past two years has been largely responsible for depressing the 
index for manufactured goods below the average index in 1953. 
The index for engineering products showed little change in either 
1954 or 1953, but prices for manufactured textiles have averaged 
2 per cent. higher this year than last. 


These index numbers measure the changes from month to month 
in the value of a selection of imports and exports representative of 
the commodity make-up of trade in 1953.

Imports of other classes of goods in October/November in general 
followed the pattern set in the first nine months of the year, apart 
from a further increase in imports of chemicals ; and there were 
substantial arrivals of coal, which in the two months were at the 
rate of nearly £3 million a month, 


Note.—These Trade Accounts figures differ from those for visible 
trade in the balance of payments, where imports are entered f.o.b. 
and insurance and freight, in so far as they are paid abroad, are 
included in invisible expenditure. There re also significant differ- 
ences in timing and coverage between the two sets of figures.

United Kingdom Position in the 
November Operations of E.P.U. 


THE SETTLEMENT in the European Payments Union for the 

month of November has now taken place. The operation-disclosed 
a United Kingdom net surplus for the month of £1,842,500 (5,159,000 
units of account equivalent to the United States dollar). ‘This surplus 
has been settled as to 50 per cent. by the receipt of gold from the 
Union, and as to 50 per cent. by the reduction of credit previously 
extended to the United Kingdom by the Union. 

Further payments as shown below have also been made in respect 
of the special repayments agreed between the United Kingdom and

As a result of the above transactions the total United Kingdom 


debt to the Union, which previously stood at £121,465,714 has been 
reduced to £119,771,786. 
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HE MINISTER OF STATE, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, 

spoke of the Government’s policy in the export field, at the 

annual luncheon of the North Staffordshire Chamber of Com- 
merce at Stoke-on-Trent on December 17. 


Mr. Low said that he was particularly happy to have the opportunity 
to visit North Staffordshire because of its intrinsic importance in 
the national economy and because it was so typical of all that was best 
in England. And he was equally glad of an opportunity of expressing 
his appreciation—and re-affirming the Government’s appreciation— 
of the contribution made by North Staffordshire to exports, especially 
to dollar markets, since the war ended. North Staffordshire was 
traditionally the home of potteries, but he did not under-estimate the 
great importance of other industries—coal, tyre manufacture, chemi- 
cals, engineering and textiles. 

Referring to the Government’s policy in the export field—the 
field with which he was specially concerned—Mr. Low said that 
owing to the dock strike, the export and import figures for the last 
two months had been pretty well meaningless. But in the first nine 
months of the year our exports had been up by £115 million over 
the corresponding figure last year, while our imports were only up 
by £3 million. When the Government came to power our balance 
of payments was running at a rate of £400 million a year in the red. 
In the first half of this year, it showed a surplus of £178 million, 
the best performance for any half year since the end of the war. 


Removal of Controls 


This was accompanied by, indeed was part and parcel of, satisfactory 
conditions at home. Production was up, employment was up, 
earnings were up, savings were up and sales were up. How had we 
done it? For one thing we had tried to let industry get on with the 
job in its own way. When the Government came to power, the 
Board of Trade was administering some 111 orders operating controls. 
To-day the number was down to 14, and he hoped that it would be 
down still more before long. 


Mr. Butler established the country’s finances on a sound basis 
and stopped inflation. That was not altogether easy to do or pleasant 
in the doing. But having done it, expansion could take place and 
was taking place on a sound basis. At home our productive resources 
were expanding and there was every sign that investment was expand- 
ing too. We were trying to do this without letting the home market 
take attention and energy away from exports. It was a rather narrow 
and difficult path to tread, but he thought we were succeeding. 


Abroad, our markets were expanding and would continue to expand 
if our exporters pushed out to sell more goods wherever the openings 
existed, and combined with that the Government were making a drive 
to reduce to a minimum all restrictions on world trade. A country 
like ours, which earned its living by buying and selling in overseas 
markets, stood to gain by a freer system of world trade and payments, 
by all steps likely to increase the total volume of world trade. There 
were some countries, he knew, where our exporters were “ sore let 
and hindered ”’ in selling their goods. He sometimes thought that 
those countries attracted too much attention. There were others, 
like the Caribbean and the oil-bearing countries of the Middle East, 
where the door was almost wide open. And there were many tradi- 
tional markets, particularly important to the pottery industry, where 
British goods were known and appreciated. 


World Trade and G.A.T.T. 


In this drive for a freer system of world trade we were trying to work 
through the General Agreement for Tariffs and Trade—the most 
concise description he knew of that somewhat forbidding document 
was an “aid to trade.” G.A.T.T. set limits to the obstacles which 
other countries could put in our way by their tariffs and import 
quotas. It ensured that in foreign countries we got the same tariffs 
as our competitors (while keeping our preferences inside the Common- 
wealth) and over a wide field it prevented tariffs from being raised 
at short notice. It gave exporters some assurance about the terms 
they would be able to trade on over the next few years. And of all 
the discouragements to trade, uncertainty was one of the worst. 

Of course in return we had to accept some limitations on our own 
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Export Facts, Encouraging 
and Sobering 


ME: A. R. W. LOW put Britain’s trade position in three 
sentences at the Institute of Export’s annua! dinner in 
London on December 15. He said :— 
Our exports had reached an all-time high record ; in 
the first three-quarters of this year the volume was 
Fong cent. higher than in the corresponding period of 
World trading conditions were even more keenly 
competitive this year than last ; yet, despite this, 
British exporters had maintained their share of world 
exports of manufactured goods at slightly above one- 
fifth of the total. 
But in the course of those nine months the rate of 
exports had not increased, as for example it did last 
year, but it had remained almost exactly the same. 


Those were the facts, he added, both encouraging and 
sobering. 











freedom but he believed the bargain was a good one for this country. 
To take for example our exports of china and earthenware to the 
United States. Surely it was more than a coincidence that these 
had increased since the United States Government agreed to reduce 
its duties on them at the earlier G.A.T.T. conferences at Geneva, 
Annecy and Torquay. These were the sort of considerations that 
had led the Government to support G.A.T.T., and at Geneva at 
the moment we were seeking to make it into an even more valuable 
instrument for our purposes and, as we believed, those of the free 
world. 


However, not everything in the picture was rosy. Our exports 
were high—they might well be a record this year—but whereas last 
year the rate of export was increasing pretty steadily, this year it 
had stopped doing so but remained almost exactly the same. And 
whereas the volume of our exports over the first nine months increased 
by 8 per cent. in 1953, and 6 per cent. in value, those of Germany 
increased by 20 per cent. in value. 


Meeting Competition 


There were plenty of competitors in the world, ready to take our 
markets away from us if we flagged or relaxed our drive. He did not 
believe that was going to happen. 


He believed we still had a number of advantages over our com- 
petitors, like better brains, better ability to pull together, a remarkable 
tradition for quality and honest dealing, long-standing and inherited 
else’s. 'He knew that the pottery industry paid great attention to 
things like design and presentation. He was much impressed by what 
the Council of Industrial Design had done and could do. We must 
take care to follow and watch the changing tastes of our customers. 
If we could hold on to what we had, and at the same time keep 
abreast of the latest ideas and the latest developments, we need not 
fear the future. Certainly there was no need to fear the future just 
because of our current prosperity. 

There had been a good deal of talk about convertible currencies. 
What we needed just as much were “ convertible minds,” ready and 
eager to move with the times and yet not discarding old ideas just 
because they were old. That was the spirit which he could see 
that they had in North Staffordshire, a spirit which he knew the 
Chamber of Commerce was active in promoting. 

We should remember that things were changing all the time. It 
was not now just a matter of ‘‘ Export to Live,” the slogan now wag 
“Export more to live better.” How much more encouraging, but 
how very sobering in modern competitive conditions.

Development Area on January 6 and 7. He will visit Board of 
Trade industrial estates, where he will have an opportunity of meeting 
tenants of the factories and others concerned with the estates. 

On January 7, he will be entertained at an informal luncheon 
in Swansea by Mr. A, M. C. Jenour, the Chairman of the Wales and 
Monmouthshire Industrial Estate Company. 

The President will also visit several factories and the new tinplate 
works at Trustre, near Llanelly. 


Training in Use of Radio-Active 
Materials in Industry 


‘WHE Harwell Isotope School, which since it was founded in 1951 
has had 329 students from 29 different countries, is now preparing 
its programme for the forthcoming year. 

Training is given at this school in the applications of radio-active 
materials in research and industry and in the techniques of producing, 
measuring end handling such materials. 

Countries besides the United Kingdom from which students have 
already been trained are Australia, South Africa, Argentina, Austria, 
Belgium, Brazil, Chile, Denmark, Egypt, Finland, France, Germany, 
Greece, Holland, India, Ireland, Israel, Italy, Lebanon, Norway, 
Pakistan, Portugal, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey, United 
States and Yugoslavia. 

The courses, which last for four weeks, include both lectures and 
practical work in the laboratory. Students should be graduates of 
a University. 

The courses for the remainder of 1954 and early 1955 are already 
fully booked, but there are at present vacancies on the following 
courses :—

Interim Index of Retail Prices 


AT November 16 the official index figure,* which measures changes 
in the average level of retail prices compared with the level at the base 
date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 100), was 145 compared with 144 at 
October 12, it is announced by the Ministry of Labour and National 
Service. 

The rise in the index during the month was due mainly to higher 
prices for eggs and to seasonal increases in the prices of coal in 
many areas. 

® Details of the principal changes in prices during the month under 
review will be given in the Ministry of Labour Gazette to be published on 
December 30, The method of construction and calculation of this index 
of price movements is described in detail in a booklet published by H.M. 
Stationery Office under the title “ Interim Index of Retail Prices : Method 
of Construction and Calculation,” price 1s.

New CLairman of British 
Productivity Council 


At THE Annual General Meeting of the British Productivity 

Council, held on December 15, Mr. Tom Williamson, General 
Secretary of the National Union of General and Municipal Workers, 
concluded his year of office as chairman of the Council, and was 
succeeded by Sir Ewart Smith, Technical Director of Imperial 
Chemical Industries, who has been deputy chairman for the past 
year. Mr. J. Crawford, General President of the National Union 
of Boot and Shoe Operatives, Member of the General Council of 
the Trades Union Congress and Chairman of the T.U.C. Production 
Committee, was elected deputy chairman. 

Four mernbers of the Council retired—Sir Cuthbert Clegg and 
Mr. A. G.' Stewart, of the British Employers’ Confederation, and 
Sir William Lawther and Mr. Jack Tanner of the Trades Union 
Congress. Five new members were elected—Mr. G. Pollock, 
Director, British Employers’ Confederation ; Mr. W. T. Winter- 
bottom, Vice-President, B.E.C., and Chairman, Fine Spinners & 
Doublers Ltd. ; Mr. H. Collison, General Secretary, National Union 
of Agricultural Workers ; Mr. W. E. Jones, President, National 
Union of Mineworkers ; and Mr. R. Openshaw, General President, 
Amaigamated Engineering Union. 

There are now 96 Local Productivity Committees and Associations. 
In a growing number of instances, committees, once they are well 
established, convert to Local Productivity Associations to enable 
them to broaden their basis of membership. Associations have been 
established in Birmingham, Coventry, Bristol, Slough, St. Albans 
and other centres, 

In addition to the Circuit Scheme for inter-factory visits, which 
has been adopted by the majority of Committees, they are promoting 
film shows, exhibitions, public meetings, brains trusts, study groups 
and various forms of mutual aid or ‘‘ good neighbour ”’ arrangements 
among groups of firms for the exchange of know-how and assistance 
on specialized productivity techniques. 

The Council’s Work Study Unit, which was set up to develop a 
more widespread appreciation of this important technique for raising 
productivity, has already made visits to L.P.C.’s and other institutions 
in all parts of the country, and is heavily booked for months ahead. 
The Council is also engaged in the preparation of industrial films and 
pamphlets, and reports on progress in specific industries to support 
its general educational campaign. 

Sir Ewart Smith, on his election as Chairman of the British 
Productivity Council, said :— 

“The work of the Council has made good progress during the 
year and in particular the increase in numbers of Local Productivity 
Committees to a total of 96 has been most encouraging. In these 
bodies, as on the Council itself, the employers and trade unionists 
come together for the common purpose of improving productive 
efficiency. ‘The objective is to strengthen the whole economy so 
that all may benefit. Developments during the past year support 
the idea that this work is indeed playing a very effective part in achiev- 
ing the industrial advance which is now taking place.”

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Lancashire Shows “ Something 


Different ” in Textiles 


THE 4th exhibition of textiles and other products designed by 

members of the Society of Industrial Artists provided the answer 
to people who were constantly posing the question “‘ Why doesn’t 
Lancashire do something different?” said Mr. J. F. Simpson, 
Chairman of the Cotton and Rayon Merchants’ Association, when 
he opened the display at the Colour, Design and Style Centre, 
Manchester, on December 16. 

The aim of the exhibition, which will remain open until January 15, 
is to provide a review of the most interesting developments in textile 
design during the past year. 


Mr. Simpson praised the variety of the exhibition the main 
emphasis of which is on furnishing fabrics and dress goods. “ It 
brings home how well contemporary art fits in with contemporary 
surroundings,”’ he said. 

He went on “‘ The exhibition produces the answer to those people 
who are always saying, ‘Why doesn’t Lancashire do something 
different?’ Here you have something different which is not a 
copy of the American model, nor of any other.” 

Alluding to the fact that he had recently visited Africa, Mr. Simpson 
observed: ‘‘ In Johannesburg it is just the things you see around 
these walls that they are crying out for.” 


All the fabrics, as well as furniture, carpets, wallpapers, pottery 
and other products on show are at present—or will shortly be— 
available to shops throughout the country. 


In furnishings printed and woven fabrics include cottons and 
cotton mixtures, rayons and rayon mixtures, and mixtures of wool and 
other fibres. A feeling for richness is rnarked, particularly in the 
woven cloths. This is sometimes achieved by cloth construction ; 
the weave is unusual or a mixture of novelty yarns creates a feeling 
of depth. Most of the woven cloths have a nubbly surface and in the 
simple contructions this surface texture is combined with an unusual 
colour combination, frequently a single, brilliant shade and black. 


The designers of the printed dress cloth show all versions of the 
floral theme. Of particular interest are the finely drawn designs based 
on Victorian motifs which have developed great fashion importance 
during the past year and seem due for continued success. 

On three previous occasions the Colour, Design and Style Centre 
has devoted exhibitions to the work of members of the Society of 
Industrial Artists ; an organization representing designers of almost 
every type of product on sale to the public. 

The present exhibition puts emphasis on the Society’s Textile 
Design Group from whose work a small committee has assisted the 
a Design and Style Centre to make the selection of fabrics 
shown. 


Though more than 35 textile designers are represented a number 
of design themes may clearly be traced through all the exhibits. The 
complementary products for the home—wallpapers, furniture, 
carpets, pottery—help to define a number of these trends. ‘The 
different products have been designed in the same spirit—to live 
harmoniously together. 


B.O.A.C. Chief to Open Factory Equipment 
Exhibition 
SIR MILES THOMAS, Chairman of British Overseas Airways 
Corporation, has accepted an invitation to open the third 
National Factory Equipment Exhibition at Earls Court on March 28, 
1955. 

The exhibition will show a comprehensive display of factory equip- 
ment including completely new machines which will be of considerable 
assistance in improving production and general industrial efficiency, 
as well as a number of other new items aimed at making the worker’s 
task easier. Aspects of factory management and welfare are also 
included in the wide range of exhibits. 

Three important conferences will be staged concurrently with 
the six day exhibition. ‘The National Industrial Fuel Efficiency 


Service is presenting a series of talks on ‘‘ Fuel Efficiency Pays ”’ ; 
the British Productivity Council, a one-day conference on ‘‘ Work 
Study ” illustrated by practical films ; and the Institution of Works 
Managers will hold their national conference during the last three days 
of the exhibition. 
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Chemicals and Hosiery at 
British Industries Fair 


"THE Chemical Industry has decided to re-associate itself once 
more with the British Industries Fair in London to be held from 
May 2 to 13. The decision to do so was taken at a recent meeting 
of the Council of the Association of British Chemical Manufacturers. 

At the 1955 British Industries Fair a single exhibit will be staged 
representing the chemical industry. The 1955 stand will occupy 
an area of 1,600 sq. ft. on an island site in the main gangway of the 
Grand Hall, Olympia. It will take, as its theme, the part played by 
the chemical industry in the life of the nation both at home and, 
by reason of its exports, overseas. 

An additional feature will be a model of the comprehensive chemical 
section which it is intended to stage with the support of companies 
representing all branches of the industry at the British Industries 
Fair in 1956. 

The 1955 exhibit is, therefore, in the nature of a “‘ holding operation” 
intended to support British Industries Fair Limited in its initial 
venture and enable the industry to prepare itself for a publicity 
effort of major size in 1956. 


Hosiery Court in Textile Section 


A “ Hosiery Court” is proposed for the textile section of B.I.F. 
in 1955. The present conception of such a Hosiery Court is that 
stands of the usual type, fully-manned throughout the Fair, as may 
be taken by those manufacturers who wish to do so, should form 
the circumference of the Court. 

For those manufacturers, who do not wish to undertake the expense 
of such a shell-type stand or who cannot afford to release for the 
duration of the Fair any of their personnel, it is proposed that a 
number of “ display windows” shall be grouped together in one 
combined unit, serviced by the Hosiery and Knitwear Export Group 
Information Bureau which would be located in the centre of the 
Court. This combined unit would have an inner room in which 
visitors would be dealt with.

Council of Industrial Design Extend 
Scope of Pottery Course 


WHOLESALE as well as retail salesmen have been invited to attend 
the Council of Industrial Design’s next pottery course, to be held at 
the Wedgwood Memorial College, Barlaston, Stoke-on-Trent, from 
February 21-25. 

Much of the pottery marketed in this country is sold through small 
general or hardware stores, which handle a variety of other goods ; 
these retailers are often entirely dependent on their wholesalers for 
the choice of stock. The Council’s Pottery Course is, therefore, of 
value for the wholesale salesman on two counts. It provides an 
opportunity for him to take part in trade discussions with those who 
sell to the public, and to widen his knowledge of new developments in 
pottery design, thus helping him to become an ambassador of new 
ideas to many retailers.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


WEDNESDAY DECEMBER 15 
Discussions between Yugoslavia and United Kingdom 


Asked about discussions with the Yugoslav economic delegation 
headed by Svetozar Vukmanovic, Vice-Chairman of the Federal 
Executive Council, and officials of the British Treasury, Board of 
Trade and Foreign Office, which took place in London on November 
25 and 26, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorney- 
croft, replied that on the way home from Washington through 
London Mr. Vukmanovic recently paid him a courtesy call. In the 
course of general conversation covering a wide range of topics, 
including the expansion of trading opportunities between Yugoslavia 
and the United Kingdom, Mr. Vukmanovic stressed the financial 
problems facing Yugoslavia. Yugoslav officials also had useful 
informal conversauons with representatives of the Treasury, Foreign 
Office and the Board of Trade about the possibility of increased 
collaboration between the two countries in the agricultural and 
industrial fields. 


Brazilian Cruzeiros 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer was asked what consideration he 
had given to the establishment of a free market in Brazilian cruzeiros 
in London. 

The Economic Secretary to the Treasury, Mr. R. Maudling, replied 
that United Kingdom creditors with blocked balances could new 
dispose freely cf their cruzeiros, subject to the agreement of the 
Brazilian authorities. 


THURSDAY DECEMBER 16 


B.S.I. Consumers’ Advisory Council 


Asked whether he was aware that the British Standards Institution 
had announced its intention of setting up a Consumers’ Advisory 
Council, and what public funds would be available for this purpose, 
the President replied ‘‘ Yes, Sir. Its own funds, of which the Govern- 
ment grant in aid represents about one-third.” 


Merchandise Marks 


The President was asked whether his attention had been drawn to 
a recent successful prosecution in London under the Merchandise 
Marks Acts concerning the application of false trade descriptions 
to Japanese shirts exported to this country via Hong Kong; and 
what steps he proposed to take with the Hong Kong Government in 
order to ensure proper standards of trading between Hong Kong 
and this country. 

He replied that the prosecution to which the Member referred 
concerned the false description of rayon shirts as nylon. He under- 
stood that the shirts were made in Hong Kong where the false labelling 
of goods was an offence in the same way as in this country. He 
understood from the Secretary of State for the Colonies, that the 
Government of Hong Kong had taken the most energetic measures 
in dealing with this matter, as a result of which there may be a 
prosecution in Hong Kong. 


British Lion Film Corporation 


Questioned about progress made in establishing a new company 
to take over certain functions of the British Lion Film Corporation, 
the President said he was now studying the recommendations he 
had received from the National Film Finance Corporation. He 
hoped to make an announcement shortly. 


Liberalization of United Kingdom Trade with North 


America and Europe 


Asked what was the present percentage of liberalization of our trade 
with the United States of America and Canada, and whether he 
had any announcement to make with regard te future policy, the 
President replied that since a similar question was asked on July 15, 
import restrictions on a number of commodities had been removed 
or relaxed. ‘These measures did not, however, significantly affect 
the estimate made at that time that about one-half of our imports 
from Canada and the United States of America were free from licensing 
restrictions, It was the United Kingdom Government’s intention to 


continue to remove restrictions as this country’s balance of payments 
situation allowed. 

The President added that we had liberalized 83 per cent. of our 
imports on private account from the Member countries of the 
Organization for European Economic Co-operation. Our policy 
continued to be to remove as rapidly as circumstances permitted the 
remaining quota restrictions on intra-European trade, and we were 
at present considering with our partners in the Organization what 
further measures Member countries might take collectively to that 
end. 


Trade Mission to Egypt, the Sudan and Ethiopia 


The forthcoming official trade mission to Egypt, the Sudan and 
Ethiopia had been chosen to be generally representative of United 
Kingdom industry as a whole, the President stated. Scottish industry 
as such was not separately represented, but its interests wou’! certainly 
be covered. It would not be practicable to organize Trau. Missions 
on a geographical as well as a trade basis without making them un- 
wieldy in size. 


Import Quota for European Apples 


Asked whether, in view of the threatened shortage and consequent 
high price of eating apples, he would increase the sums available for 
the importation of apples from European sources, the President 
replied ‘‘ No, Sir.”” Competing claims on our resources of foreign 
exchange meant that we could not at present afford to increase the 
quota for European apples above the level already announced. 


Negotiations on G.A.T.T. 


The President was asked whether he was yet able to give an indica- 
tion of the progress of the negotiations at Geneva for the revision of 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, and, in particular, if 
agreement had been reached concerning the request for permission 
to take special measures to forward the development of production in 
Colonial territories, which were vitally dependent on the United 
Kingdom as their customer ; and whether Her Majesty’s Government 
was seeking permission to take immediate action when necessary 
without previous consultation with the other contracting parties to 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 

He replied that he would prefer to say nothing at this stage. 


Industrial Expansion in Scotland 


The increase in approvals for new factory building in Scotland 
this year gave ground for hoping that there would be increased 
industrial expansion there next year, the President said. The Board 
of Trade continued to bring the areas concerned to the attention of 
industrialists who were likely to be interested. 


Purchase of United States Aircraft 


Asked what request he had received from the British Overseas 
Airways Corporation for United States dollars with which to purchase 
D.C.7D. aircraft, the President replied ‘‘ None, Sir.” 


British Creditors and Blocked Balances in Brazil 


A member asked the President what consultations he had with 
representatives of British creditors holding blocked balances in 
Brazil before he announced the proposals to relax the conditions in 
which these balances could be used. 

He replied ‘‘ None, Sir,’ but all the organizations known to 
represent creditors were informed on November 20 of the proposals 
and no adverse comment had been made to him by any of them. 

Asked also to what extent British creditors holding blocked balances 
in Brazil had intimated their intention to take advantage of the 
facilities now allowed to purchase Brazilian products for resale in 
this country, the President replied ‘‘ None, Sir,” although there had 
been a few inquiries. 


Hire Purchase Act 


The President was asked whether he was aware that a new recom- 
mended rule governing advertisements of goods offered on hire- 
purchase terms had been issued to member newspapers by the Joint 
Advertisement Committee of the Newspaper Proprietors’ Association 
and the Newspaper Society ; that the new ruling proposed that every 
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advertisement offering goods on hire-purchase terms should state 
the cash price of the goods and the total price in hire-purchase terms, 
or alternatively, the number of stated payments required ; and if he 
would amend the Hire Purchase Act accordingly to give statutory 
effect to these recommendations. 

He replied that he was aware of the rule to which the Member 
referred, but he did not think that this was a suitable matter for 
legislation. 


Strategic Goods (Control) Order 


Asked if he would issue an explanatory note on section 2 of the 
Strategic Goods (Control) Order, 1954, specifying in what types of 
cases there was reasonable cause to believe at present that strategic 
goods exported from the United Kingdom were being re-exported 
to the countries named in the Second Schedule of the Order, the 
President replied ‘‘ No, Sir.” 

Asked also to what extent, and in what respects, the Strategic 
Goods (Control) Order, 1954, laid on December 9, relaxed or tightened 
existing controls on trade with the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
and China, the President replied: ‘‘ To the extent that transaction 
control is introduced in addition to the existing controls, but without 
adding to the number of goods controlled.” 


Chinese Newsprint 


This was a question for the Newsprint Supply Company, the 
President said, when asked if he was aware that the Chinese Govern- 
ment had available for expori first quality newsprint for sterling ; 
and whether, as this would save much-needed dollars, he would 
investigate the possibility of importing this commodity from China 


Imports of Indian Cotton Cloth 


The President stated that he was aware that the continued and 
growing imports of Indian cotton cloth into this country were 
causing anxiety in Lancashire, and he was watching the position closely 
in consultation with the industry. He was not satisfied, however, 
that at present these imports seriously threatened employment in 
the industry. 


Clothing Industry 


Asked what steps were being taken to keep in existence some 
form of central machinery for the clothing industry, in view of the 
dissolution of the Joint Clothing Council, the President replied that 
this was a question for the Clothing Industry itself. 


Debts Due from Turkey 


The President was asked what steps he was taking to ensure early 
payment of debts due to British suppliers of goods and commodities 
to Turkey to whom payments had not been made by Turkish nationals 
who had been prevented from making such payments by the action 
of the Turkish Government. 

He replied that Her Majesty’s Government were at present negotiat- 
ing with the Turkish Government on this matter. Following dis- 
cussions which took place in Iyondon last month between United 
Kingdom and Turkish officials, le hoped that it may soon be possible 
to arrive at an agreed arrangement for discharging these arrears. 


Volume of International Trade 


Requested to give the increase in the volume of international trade 
of the free world since 1951 ; and the percentage increase of that 
trade in the exports of the United Kingdom, the President said that 
excluding United States non-commercial exports, the figures were 
6 per cent. and 1 per cent. 

British Air Lines 

Asked if he would recommend to official trade delegations from 
the United Kingdom to other countries that they should as far as 
possible, when travelling by air, use British air lines, or lines operated 
by the country to be visited and not airlines of a third country, the 
President replied that British air lines were of a quality and provided 


a standard of service so high that they needed no special recommenda- 
tion from him. 


MONDAY DECEMBER 20 
Home Flax Scheme 


The President stated that the decision to close the Home Flax 
Scheme announced on August 31, was taken because of the loss, now 
exceeding £500,000 a year. Flax fibre costing over £500 a ton to 
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produce had to be sold at a world price a little over £200. 

In view of the magnitude of the loss and the limited advantages 
now accruing from the production of flax fibre in this country, there 
was no preliminary consultation with the National Farmers’ Union, 
but the reasons for the decision were subsequently explained to them. 


U.S. and Canadian Lines of Credit 
and Lend Lease Settlement 


iy the House of Commons on December 17, the Chancellor of the 

Exchequer was asked whether, when the United Kingdom paid the 
United States of Ameria $181 million on December 31, he would try 
and arrange suitable press, radio and television publicity so that it 
was more widely appreciated that this country was repaying promptly 
and fully capital and interest on the dollar debts we incurred in the 
years after World War IT. 


The Economic Secretary to the Treasury, Mr. R. Maudling, 
replied that the fourth annual payment on these United Kingdom 
debts to the United States and Canada fell due on December 31 of 
y ws year and would, as in previous years, be made in full on the due 

ate.

The terms of settler ment with both countries provided for payment 
in 50 annual instalments, starting December 31, 1951, with interest 
at the rate of 2 per cent. per annum. 

Interest is computed on the amount outstanding each year. 

Provision is made in the United States Agreement for waiving the 
interest element of the payment in any year in which certain complica- 
ted conditions connected ‘with the state of the United Kingdom's 
balance of payments are satisfied ; and a similar waiver on the Cana- 
dian loan can be made in years in which the United States waiver 
applies.

Other Dollar Payments in December 


The United Kingdom will pay in dollars on December 31 the in- 
terest due on certain loans received as part of the American aid 
programme (E.R.P.). The interest payable is just over $4 million. 

A quarterly payment of $7-5 million due on the Canadian (1942) 
interest-free loan was made on December 1. The amount of this loan 
outstanding was reduced last year to $150 million. This was to be 
settled over a period of five years by quarterly payments of $7.5 
million. The first payment was made on March 1, 1954.

5. Applications on form I.L.B./A should be made for imports 
from individual countries and separately for each group of com- 
modities at (a) and (b) of paragraph 3. These should be sent to the

Canadian Market for Engineers’ Hand Tools from 
United Kingdom 


Below are extracts from a Market Digest recently prepared by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Canada for the 
Special Register Information Service of the Export Services Branch, Board of Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, 
London, W.C.1. Inquiries by telephone should be made to Chancery 4411, Ext. 350. 


ANADA is a good market for engineers’ hand tools: imports 
eet nearly half the total demand and are likely to remain high. 
The professional wants “ quality ” tools of established reputation, 
and gets them mainly from United States manufacturers or their 
Canadian subsidiaries ; but in a country where “do it yourself” 
is becoming more than ever a rule of life, the bulk of the demand 
comes from amateurs making casual use of hand tools at home. These 
customers and their hardware tradesmen are attracted, rather, by 
tools of medium or inferior quality, and orders usually go to the 
supplier who can quote the lowest price for a well-designed tool and 
give prompt delivery. Here United Kingdom manufacturers can 
compete favourably with the American, but must watch German 
competition. 

Canadian hardware wholesalers, particularly in the Province of 
Quebec, compete intensively, and will drop unbranded and unadver- 
tised lines of long standing in favour of new suppliers for a saving of 
a few cents. If, however, prices and deliveries are comparable, 
preference will normally be given to United Kingdom tools over 
German or other European products. 

United Kingdom manufacturers are unlikely to match their North 
American competitors in advertising and promotional activities. 
They must therefore offer products similar in design and styling to 
the established lines, and, until a reputation is built up, prices should 
be considerably below those of North American competitors. 

A manufacturer who can offer a complete range of a line of tools, 
e.g. spanners and wrenches, appears to be able to interest the trade 
more easily than the manufacturer who can offer only a limited range 
of such tools, This suggests that it might be helpful if a number of 
smaller firms manufacturing non-competitive products could co- 
operate and, by using the same brand name, offer a large range of 
tools of similar quality to the Canadian market. 

The Digest contains notes on specific products, such as vices, 
wrenches, hammers, chisels, pliers, screw-drivers, files, tapes and 
rules, and precision tools. 


Presentation and Packaging 


On the subject of presentation and packaging, the report states 
that the trend towards self-service in Canadian hardware stores has 
resulted in a notable increase in display material devoted to hand 
tools. Many of the leading North American manufacturers provide 
retailers with attractive coloured stands or racks, for both window and 
counter displays. While some United Kingdom manufacturers 
supply display cards, others are said to be either unwilling or unable 
to provide the necessary display material. 

The packaging of hand tools has become e.._ mely important, and 
apart from bulky tools, such as large hamm etc., the demand is 
for individual packaging in well-made, attracti,. boxes. Consumable 
tools such as files and hacksaw blades are usually packed in boxes of 
one dozen. Boxes covered with coated paper are preferable to 
coloured uncoated boxes. Criticism is still heard that quality tools 
from the United Kingdom arrive in bundles and other bulk packages. 
Attractive packaging is not merely desirable: it is essential for the 
Canadian market. 


How Business is Done 


There is a large number of sales outlets for engineers’ hand tools. 
Most Canadian, United States and United Kingdom manufacturers 
employ agents who contact the wholesale trade, but a few North 
American manufacturers have their own sales organization and make 
direct contact with the wholesalers, the industrial users, and occasion- 
ally the retail trade. He 

Most United Kingdom manufacturere employ agents who specialize 
in hardware lines. Apart from well-established organizations which 


have separate offices in Eastern, Central and Western Canada, one 
agent is unable to give satisfactory coverage for the whole country. 
At least two and preferably more agents are required for full coverage. 
Some agents employ sub-agents in other areas and claim to cover 
the whole country, but, where possible, separate agents are preferable. 

The demand for efficient service is making it common for agents, 
who in the past have operated solely on a commission basis, to import 
small shipments for stock. A few representatives do not operate on 
a commission basis, but act as sole importers. This method is essential 
for items which are in continuous demand and readily available from 
Canadian manufacturers. 

There is a limited number of very large wholesale distributors, 
and also a larger number of smaller distributors who frequently 
operate a retail outlet. These are, for the most part, well-established 
firms selling by catalogue through retail hardware stores. One of 
the largest c . panies estimates that 80 per cent. of their sales are to 
retail outleis. The large mill supply and machinery dealers usually 
buy at the wholesale level. These companies supply a large proportion 
of the tools sold in bulk to industrial users and give varying discounts. 
One of the leading firms considers that no less than 90 per cent. of 
their sales of engineers’ hand tools are made direct to industrial 
users. 

North American manufacturers have been supplying these groups 
of distributors for many years, and it is often found that they are 
extremely reluctant to handle United Kingdom lines despite attractive 
offers. Various reasons, such as lack of known brand names and the 
risk of importing goods unknown to the customer, are given to support 
this attitude. To overcome this resistance, skilled salesmanship over 
a period of time, good deliveries and, in many cases, local stockholding 
will be necessary. 

Smaller jobbers of tools and hardware tend to import a large 
percentage of the merchandise they handle. They can be useful 
distributors for manufacturers of medium and low-quality products, 
but are generally not to be recommended as distributors for high- 
quality tools which the manufacturers wish to market on an orderly 
basis. In most cases such jobbers are unable to sell to the large 
wholesalers. 

In addition to the outlets already mentioned, there are the Depart- 
ment Stores, some of which carry on an extensive mail-order business 
for tools as well as over-the-counter sales. Some United Kingdom 
manufacturers have had considerable success with such stores, which 
are well accustomed to importing direct from the United Kingdom. 
If sufficient demand for a United Kingdom product is created, sales 
can still be made to the wholesale trade, provided an equitable discount 
policy is formulated. 

Ships’ chandlers and other specialized industrial suppliers are 
important, and variety chain stores sell considerable quantities of 
cheaper tools mainly bought through jobbers. 


Stocks and Servicing 


Although it is feasible to sell many lines of United Kingdom 
engineers’ hand tools in Canada without maintaining local stocks, 
there is a strong tendency for Canadian accounts to expect small 


replacement orders to be met from local sources. Even the larger 
wholesale hardware houses, who have formerly insisted on direct 
shipment from the United Kingdom factory, are now quite pleased 
to obtain urgent requirements from local stocks and pay increased 
prices for the privilege. For some lines, such as expendable tools, 
quite large stocks must be maintained in order to compete with local 
manufacturers. 

No special, servicing is involved, but United Kingdom manu- 
facturers should remember that Canadians are accustomed to receive 
replacements for faulty material easily, and they should therefore 
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offer equal service, where necessary, giving the customer the benefit 
of any doubt. The good will so obtained outweighs the possible 
loss in dollars and cents. 


Prices 


The prices of United Kingdom quality engineers’ tools must be 
from 10 per cent. to 15 per cent. lower than those of the well known 
North American brands before Canadian importers can be interested 
in such lines. It is not practicable to give detailed price information 
on the many lines of hand tools. United Kingdom prices are, how- 
ever, generally lower than Canadian and United States prices, except 
for files and rasps. 

Prices of quality tools have remained relatively stable during the 
past two years, but considerable pressure has been brought to bear 
on the prices of lower-quality tools by the keen competition coming 
from German manufacturers. 

If possible, United Kingdom manufacturers with no recent 
experience in Canadian trade should make a personal visit to ensure 
that they get the best possible representation. Firms which are well 
established in the Canadian market should also send a representative 
to Canada from time to time, as customers are usually favourably 
influenced by such visits. 

There are no import restrictions. The British preferential tariff 
varies from nil to 10 per cent. ad valorem for most types of tool and 
15 per cent. for measuring rules and tapes. The Most-Favoured- 
Nation tariff ranges from 9 per cent. to 22} per cent.

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Trade and Financial Arrangements 
Western Germany and Irish Republic 


THE trade between Western Germany and the Irish Republic 
which is based on the Trade Agreement of December 2, 1953, 
has been newly regulated for the period from October 1, 1954, to 
September 30, 1955, by an exchange of letters in Bonn on October 22, 
published in the German Federal Gazette of November 24. 


Quotas have been established for Irish imports into Germany of 
goods which are not on the German O.E.E.C. free list amounting 
to £1,250,000 including live or slaughtered cattle (£600,000), various 
agricultural products (£100,000), various industrial products 
(£150,000), and agricultural and industrial fair quotas (£175,000). 
No quotas for German imports into Eire were fixed in view of the 
few restrictions in existence with regard to imports into Eire. No 
major changes have taken place since last year.

France and Israel 


THE French Moniteur Officiel du’ Commerce et de I’ Industrie of 

December 6 reported that the trade and financial agreement of 
July 23, 1953, between France and Israel (see Board of Trade Journal 
of August 8, 1953, page 288) was renewed by mutual consent on 
July 10, 1954, for a period of one year. 


Israeli exports to France for which provision has been made in 
the agreement include ground nuts, essential oils, foies gras, clothing, 
furskins, footwear, rags and cut diamonds. 


For their part, the Israel authorities have undertaken to treat 
French goods no less favourably than similar goods of different 
origin.

Haiti and Italy 


THE Haitian Le Moniteur of November 1 reports that a Convention 
of Commerce and Navigation between Haiti and Italy was signed 
in Port-au-Prince on June 14, 1954. 


The present Convention replaces an earlier one of January 3, 
1927, and provides for reciprocal most-favoured-nation treatment in 
matters concerning the foreign trade of the two countries and in 
matters relating to navigation. Concessions and privileges granted 
by either country to neighbouring countries to facilitate frontier 
traffic or by means of a Customs Union are specifically exempted, 
as are Italy’s concessions to the Vatican City, the Republic of San 
Marino, Libya and any special territories under her jurisdiction. 


The new Convention comes into force one month after the exchange 
of instruments of ratification and will run for a period of three years.

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N Nicaragua “the openings presented to British enterprise are 

already numerous and should become even more considerable as the 

market expands,” says a new Economic Survey®. Nicaragua is the 
largest of the Central American Republics, and has a coastline on both 
the Atlantic and the Pacific. It has only about one and a half million 
people, three quarters of them depending entirely on agriculture, but 
it is a dollar-account country, and its credit standing is at present 
strong. Its Government, moreover, is working on a Five-Year Pro- 
gramme of Development recommended by a special mission of the 
International Bank at an estimated cost of U.S. $76 million. 


The Race with Germany 


Nicaragua's principal imports are machinery and apparatus, vehicles, 
cotton manufactures, iron and steel manufactures and chemical and 
pharmaceutical products. ‘The war broke Germany’s hold on 
Nicaraguan commerce and transferred it, largely, to the United States. 
To-day there are sure signs that opportunities are returning to Europe, 
and by no means least to the United Kingdom, but statistics suggest 
that this country has missed some of them. ‘Though we have doubled 
our exports to Nicaragua since 1950—sce next column—Germany 
and Belgium have been gaining ground much faster. In 1950-53, 
British exports rose from U.S. $750,000 to $1,574,000, German from 
$385,000 to $3,155,000 and Belgian from $130,000 to $939,000. (In 
the same period Japan’s went up from U.S. $155,000 to $1,187,000.) 


“The appointment of an energetic representative by British firms 
desiring to enter this market is an obvious recommendation,” the 
Survey says. 


Making Things Easier 


Since the Survey was written the Nicaraguan Government have 
announced some easement of their Exchange Control Law as it 
affects imports into the country, and of their import controls. They 
have given notice, too, that a simplified exchange system, eliminating 
the surcharges at present payable by importers, will come into effect 
simultaneously with the promulgation of a new Customs Tariff Law 
that is to be presented to the National Congress. Both of these 
announcements appeared in the Board of Trade Journal of December 
4, page 1201. The Survey suggests that their inspiration may have 
been some concern over the intense concentration, and unproductive 
use, of income in the hands of a fortunate few. This wealth seems to 
have derived mainly from a spectacular increase in the export value 
of the country’s agricultural produce. Her manufacturing industries 
account at present for only 10 per cent. of the national income: they 
include sugar, beer, non-alcoholic beverages, textiles, cement, cigar- 
ettes, soap and matches. Others are growing from smaller beginnings.

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Indian Decisions on Tariff Commission Recommendations 


ELOW are the texts of three Resolutions announcing the Indian 
Government’s decisions on the Tariff Commission’s Reports 
on the industries named :— 


Sewing Machines 
No. 8(5)T.B./54.—The Tariff Commission has submitted its Report on 


the continuance of protection to the Sewing Machine Industry on the basis 
of an inquiry conducted by it under Sections 11 (e) and 13 of the Tariff 
Commission Act, 1951. On the main question before it the Commission 
has reported that as the fair ex-works prices of indigenous sewing machines 
are lower than the landed costs, ex-duty, of imported machines, the industry 
is no longer in need of tariff protection. The protection granted to the 
industry will, therefore, not be continued beyond December 31, 1954. 


2. The Commission has made some ancillary recommendations to help 

the industry. These are :— 

(2) State Governments within whose territories the concerns of the smal! 
producers are located should carry out an annual census of production 
and furnish the data to the Ministry of Commerce and Industry. 
They should also examine the possibility of drawing up schemes for 
providing these producers with technical advice and assistance as 
well as proper facilities for heat treatment, electro-plating, etc., and 
for the testing of their products. 

(b) Government should examine the situation arising out of the import 
policy for parts and if restrictions on imports of sewing machines 
and their parts have to be continued on balance of payments grounds, 
consider favourably the request made by small producers for reasonable 
imports o; parts from Japan. 

(c) The Indian Standards Institution should take up the question of 
formulating standard specifications of sewing machines in consultation 
with the industry as soon as possible. 

(d) The Central Leather Research Institute, Madras, should examine 

in consultation with the Jay Engineering Works, Ltd., the possibility 
of manufacturing leather belts of the type required by the sewing 
machine industry. 
The producers of sewing machines should take greater interest in 
fostering the growth of well organized ancillary units so that they 
could supply parts of requisite quality to the producers of sewing 
machines at lower prices for use in their machines. 

(f) It would be in the interest of the industry if the Jay Engineering 
Works, Ltd., install a plant for manufacturing needles required for 
the sewing machines. 


3. Government have taken note of the recommendations (a) to (d) 
and propose to pursue further the suggestions made therein. 


4. The attention of the industry and of Messrs. Jay Engineering Works, 
Ltd., is drawn to recommendations (e) and (f) respectively.

No. 26(1)-T.B./54.—The Tariff Commission has submitted its Report 
on the continuance of protection to the Pickers Industry on the basis of an 
inquiry undertaken by it under sections 11 (e) and 13 of the ‘Tariff Commis- 
sion Act, 1951. On the main question before it the Commission has 
reported ‘that as the fair ex-works prices of indigenous pickers are lower 
than the landed costs, ex-duty, of imported pickers, the industry is no 
longer in need of tariff protection. The protection granted to the industry 
will, therefore, not be continued beyond December 31, 1954. 


. 2. The Commission has made some ancillary recommendations to help 
the industry.

(1) The State Governments of Bombay, West Bengal, Uttar Pradesh

(2) The Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of India 
should examine the question of devising a scheme to help the manu- 
facturers of pickers to obtain hides of proper quality, in consultation 
with the manufacturers and evolve a scheme for ensuring regular 
supplies of hides of suitable quality required by the pickers industry.

For the performance test referred to in item (iii) under recornmenda- 

tion (5) above, the Association should try to make arrangements with 

recognized laboratories like the Victoria Jubilee Technical Institute, 

Bombay ; Ahmedabad Textile Industry Research Association 

(A.T.1.R.A.), or the Textile Institute, Kanpur. 

The consumers of pickers should take effective steps to see that 

their purchasing officers or agents buy pickers only from the approved 

factories. 

Since hides constitute the principal raw material required in the 

manufacture of pickers and the supply of heavy hides in the country 

is not adequate to meet domescic requirements, the import of hides 
should continue to be on Open General Licence. 

3. Government have taken note of these recommendations and propose 
to pursue the points raised further. They are particularly concerned with 
the production in appreciable quantities of sub-standard pickers by the 
domestic industry and propose to take necessary steps to see that the quality 
of indigenous products is improved. ‘The attention of the Textile industry 
is drawn to recormmendation (5). 


Zip Fasteners 

No. 63(1)-T.B./54.—The Tariff Commission has submitted ics report 
on the continuance of protection to the Zip Fastener Industry, on the basis 
of an inquiry conducted by it under sections 11 (e) and 13 of the Tariff 
Commission Act, 1951. Its recommendations are as follows :— 

(1) Protection to this industry should not be continued beyond December 
31, 1954, but the position may be reviewed, upon application by the 
industry, when production of zip fasteners is established on a more 
satisfactory basis. 

(2) The manufacturers should take immediate steps to mark their 
products as “‘ Made in India.” 

2. Government accept recommendation (1) and will undertake necessary 

legislation to implement it. 

3. The attention of the industry is drawn to recommendation (2).

Amendments to Indian Drug Rules 


Y S.R.O. 3262 of October 15, and S.R.O. 3437 of November 12, 
the Ministry of Health, Government of India, provide for the 
following amendments to the Indian Drug Rules 1945 :— 


Rule 37 


In sub-rule (1) of rule 37 (in Part IV-Import) the brackets and figure 
“(1)” shall be omitted and sub-rule (2) shall be omitted. 
Rule 37 at present reads as follows :— 

** Packing of patent or proprietary medicines.—(1) Patent or proprietary 
mecicines shall be imported in containers intended for retail sale: 
Provided that such medicines may be imported otherwise than in 
containers intended for retail sale by any person who holds a licence to 
import for the purpose of examination, test or analysis or a licence to 
manufacture for sale or a licence to sell, stock and distribute, if such 
person has given notice to the licensing authority at any time within 
the twelve months previous to the date of import of his intention to 
import drugs under this proviso.

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Argentine Importers’ Commission 


BY Circular No. 2117 of November 26, the Argentine Central 

Bank announces that commission collected from abroad by local 
importers in respect of goods which they clear through Customs on 
behalf of users or co-operative entities not registered will be negotiated 
through the free market. 

Exchange permits granted to such importers will in future bear 
this information in addition to the name of the user or co-operative, 
which will be included by the Customs authorities in the respective 
clearance certificates. Thus, in the event of the importers being also 
representatives of the foreign suppliers, they may collect their com- 
mission through the free market. 

Prior authorization from the Central Bank must be obtained in all 
cases of this kind involving clearance certificates corresponding to 
exchange permits already issued. 

Goods introduced by registered importing firms, acting as inter- 
mediaries for non-registered users and co-operatives, must reach the 
latter at the actual cost price.

Two New Maps 


Two attractive pictorial maps prepared by the Central Office of 
Information are published by H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, and branches, price 1s. each (by post 1s.

The “‘ Commonwealth of Nations ” map, measuring 30 in. by 40 in., 
is printed in eight colours, and shows the Commonwealth countries, 
Colonies, Protectorates and Trust Territories in a new projection. 
There is a key giving the various forms of government, and a large 
panel of text showing the area and population of each of the Common- 
wealth countries and of all the British dependent territories and 
Trust territories. 

“ The Continent of Africa ”’ is also 30 in. by 40 in. and in the same 
style as the Commonwealth map. It names all the African territories, 
showing rivers, railways and capital cities, with rather more detail 
in British territories. A large panel gives the area and population 
of each British Colonial and Trust territory and the Federation of 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland, together with the main exports shown by 
symbols. 


Copper Smelting and Refining in U.S.A. 


An O.E.E.C. Report on ‘‘ Copper Smelting and Refining in the 
U.S.A.”’ is available from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, and branches, price 4s. (by post 4s.
